Now  Valley  (or  is  it  Noe?)  residents  met 
October  28th  to  listen  to  and  discuss  MUNI's 
proposal  to  extend  the  J  Streetcar  Line  to  the 
new  MUNI/METRO  car  barn  at  San  Jose  and 
Ocean  Avenues.  Opponents  of  the  extension  had 
a  chance  to  build  up  their  hostility  toward 
MUNI  while  waiting  in  the  dark  and  cold  for  the 
Kate  Kennedy  School  Auditorium  to  be  opened. 

Fortunately,  Sylvia  Powell,  Church  Street 
resident  and  merchant,  offered  her  living  room 
as  an  alternate  meeting  place  when  that  ever 
illusive  "key  to  the  public  building"  failed  to 
appear  as  planned  by  embarrassed  MUNI 
managers. 

About  twenty-five  die-hards  made  the  trip 

to  Mrs.  Powell's  home  to  hear  Program  Manager,  

Reno  Bei  give  MUNI's  seven  reasons  why  the 
J  Line  should  be  extended  (is  one  good  reason 
ever  enough?). 

Before  the  presentation  got  under  way, 
Mr.  Bei  had  to  assure  an  insistent  Dolores  Street 
resident  that  none  of  the  palm  trees  on  that 
street  would  be  disturbed.  It  was  explained  that 
if  track  is  laid  on  Dolores  Street  between  30th 
and  Randall,  they  will  run  along  the  inside  lane 
and  not  the  center  divider. 

A  little  later  in  the  evening,  Sylvia  Powell 
stated  that  the  proposal  was  a  "MUNI  conspir- 
acy (with  Sunset  residents)  in  order  to  get  the  - 
N-Judah  cars  to  bed."  MUNI  had  failed  to  find 
support,  she  stated,  for  a  rail  connection 
between  the  N-Judah  and  L-Taraval  Lines  and  so 
conceived  this  J-Church  alternative.  Further-

Jilneys  in  Glen  Park?  / 

BART  Gets  Ideas

Major  changes  are  in  the  works  for  Glen 
Park:  the  BART-owned  "desert  wasteland"  on 
Bosworth  Street  will  be  paved  for  parking;  jitneys 
may  begin  ferrying  passengers  up  and  down 
O'Shaughnessy  Boulevard;  a  pedestrian  overpass 
may  soon  appear  above  Bosworth  Street  near 
the  BART  station;  and  patrons  of  Glen  Park 
businesses  will  find  more  parking  available. 
These  changes  and  more  may  directly  or 
indirectly  result  from  BART's  efforts  to  increase 
its  ridership. 

At  the  September  GPA  meeting,  Bruce 
Bauer  and  Howard  Goode  of  the  BART  Planning 
Department  reported  the  results  of  the  BART 
Access  Study  and,  at  that  time,  revealed  tenta- 
tive plans  for  the  use  of  the  vacant  BART-owned 
lot  on  Bosworth  Street.  Incorporating  input 
from  the  GPA  and  the  Merchants'  Association, 
the  final  recommendations  were  submitted  to 
the  BART  Board  of  Directors'  Public  Information 
and  Legislation  Committee  last  month  and  were 
approved.  They  are: 

1.  Convert  the  Bosworth  Street  lot  to  "Kiss-and- 
Ride"  (short-term)  parking  between  6-9  a.m. 
and  4-7  p.m.,  with  4-hour  parking  in  between. 
The  4-hour  limit  was  selected  to  coincide  with 
the  hours  of  the  Preferential  Parking  Plan 


soon  to  be  implemented  in  Glen  Park.  This 
plan  will  allow  BART  patrons  to  use  BART 
for  downtown  trips  without  causing  the 
traffic  crush  that  would  result  from  an  all-day 
lot.  A  pedestrian  overpass  is  planned  over 
Bosworth,  with  fencing  along  the  present 
median  strip  to  prevent  jaywalking. 

2.  Develop  a  jitney  route  to  bring  BART  patrons 
to  the  station  from  nearby  areas.  The  first

Message  from  China 

Glen  Park  residents  Jimmie  and  Alice  Ginn  are  visiting 
China.  Here  is  part  of  a  letter  they  sent  to  Bill  and 
Val  Tietz:

Overseas  China  Hotel 
2  People's  Road 
Peking,  China 
October  17,  1978 

Dear  Bill  and  Val, 

Our  trip  has  been  entirely  different  than  we 
planned,  but  has  been  exciting  and  informative. 
We  stayed  in  Kwantung  Province  at  first— a  week 
with  each  brother,  one  of  whom  is  a  farmer,  the 
other  is  a  shipyard  worker,  retired.  We  also  ate.  In 
China  they  say,  "Go  to  Kwantung  to  eat."  We 
wandered  about  the  city  (Canton  or  Kwantung)  on 
the  buses.  Taxis  are  not  very  expensive,  but  buses 
are  just  about  as  fast  and  much  cheaper.  We  saw 
the  Provincial  Revolutionary  Museum  and  the 
school  beside  it  which  Mao  Tse-Tung  founded. 

Jimmie 's  family  was  quite  impressed  that  we 
didn't  get  lost  in  the  city,  as  the  Toi  San  dialect  is 
not  well.understood  there.  Actually,  we  did  get 
lost  twice,  but  Toi  San  natives  heard  him  speak, 
and  rescued  us. 

But,  back  to  food.  October  1st  is  the  great 
holiday  in  China,  and  we  overseas  Chinese  were 
invited  to  a  program  of  singing  and  dancing.  We  sat 
at  long  tables  and  ate  peanuts,  candy,  apples,  and 
pears.  The  teapots  stayed  full,  and  there  were 
cigarettes  on  the  table  (an  anti-smoking  campaign 
is  just  getting  underway).  The  program  was  well 
done,  and  I  was  enchanted  by  the  traditional 
instrumental  music. 

Now  we  are  in  Peking,  and  Jimmie  has  to 
speak  English  most  of  the  time.  Toi  San  is  a  foreign 
language  here.  Yesterday  we  went  to  the  Forbidden 
City  and  Tien  An  Mien  Square.  We  walked  all  day. 
It  was  wonderful,  but  last  night  we  signed  up  for  3 
tour  group,  so  we  go  tomorrow  early  to  the  Great 
Wall  and  the  Ming  Tombs,  and  tonight  wc  are  due 
at  a  music  and  dance  performance. 

See  you  soon.  If  the  Glen  Park  paper  wants 
all  or  part  of  this  letter,  that's  fine.  Love  from 
us  both.

Two  years  ago,  by  a  wide  margin,  city 
voters  approved  Proposition  "J"  empowering 
the  City  to  contract  out  services  where  the 
Controller  certified  that  "savings"  might  result. 
Three  contracts  have  been  signed.  Supervisor 
Hutch  and  I  have  looked  at  all  proposed  con- 
tracts very  carefully  for  two  reasons. 

First,  the  City  owes  its  workers,  who  have 
long  and  satisfactory  service,  a  decent  regard  for 
their  future.  If  lay-offs  result  that  run  up  welfare 
costs  to  the  extent  that  they  cancel  out  the 
"annual  savings"  we  will  vote  "No"  because  no 
substantial  amount  of  tax  money  is  saved. 
Second,  as  in  the  case  of  one  contract  now  being 
considered,  private  contractors  are  free  to  raise 
their  prices  and  costs  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year— and  after  we  have  laid  off  our  loyal  civil 
service  employees— hardly  a  real  savings! 

Another  problem  now  facing  City  Hall  has 
to  do  with  raising  salaries  for  registered  nurses  at 
San  Francisco  General.  Our  nurses  are  underpaid 
and  can  seek  employment  in  the  private  sector 
and  thus  increase  their  take-home  pay.  But 
raising  the  pay  of  one  classification  of  city 
workers  without  equal  treatment  for  others  who 
cannot  quit  and  easily  get  better  paying  jobs  in 
the  private  sector  is  first  unfair,  second,  will 
lower  morale  of  all  employees  in  the  long  run, 
and  third  will  increase  labor  unrest  in  our  City.

Eye  on  the  Supe

This  column  was  created  for  the  purpose  of 
keeping  an  eye  on  the  District  Nine  Supervisor, 
but  this  month  I  will  take  a  look  at  our  local 
legislative  branch  as  a  whole. 

In  the  past  six  months  I  have  had  several 
opportunities  to  observe  the  supervisors,  both  as 
a  full  Board  and  in  Committees,  and  it's  hard  to 
imagine  how  they  could  do  more  to  discourage 
citizen  participation  in  government  if  they  con- 
sciously tried. 

For  example,  take  the  Finance  Committee 
(please!),  the  most  powerful  of  the  supervisorial 
committees.  I  have  yet  to  see  it  meet  on  time. 
The  regular  Wednesday  meetings  have  been 
gaveled  to  order  23  to  45  minutes  late  the  last 
three  times  I've  attended.  Are  the  committee 
members  busy  caucusing?  Everyone  is  late  at 
some  time  or  other,  but  the  Finance  Committee's 
consistent  tardiness  shows  a  flagrant  disregard 
for  the  public.  Also,  items  are  frequently  taken 
out  of  order,  so  there  is  no  way  to  guess  when 
to  be  present  for  a  particular  question.  This 
practice  certainly  cuts  down  on  participation  by 
those  who  cannot  afford  to  squander  an  entire 
afternoon.  (Three  times  I  have  sat  for  four-hour 
stretches  waiting  for  items  that  never  were 
called.)  The  unpredictability  is  also  expensive 
for  us  taxpayers.  Many  of  the  people  who  must 
wait  for  hours  for  a  chance  to  speak  are  highly 
paid  city  employees  defending  a  department 
budget  or  program  on  our  time. 

Although  public  testimony  is  supposedly  in 
order  at  Finance  Committee  meetings,  the 
demeanor  of  the  Chair,  Quentin  Kopp,  fails  to 
make  that  clear.  His  disdain  for  the  public  as 
well  as  other  supervisors  (how  egalitarian)  fre- 
quently borders  on  rudeness.  Often,  the 
committee  members  are  inattentive,  sometimes 
chatting  privately  on  the  side  while  someone  is 
testifying. 

Usually  I  encourage  people  to  participate  as 
much  as  possible  in  their  local  government,  but 
only  a  sadist  would  urge  others  to  attend  a 
meeting  of  this  Finance  Committee.  (So  draw 
your  own  conclusion  as  to  why  I  attend.) 

It  doesn't  have  to  be  so  painful.  The 
Planning  Commission  has  been  able  to  design  a 
calendar  that  gives  a  fairly  good  idea  as  to  when 
a  given  item  will  be  discussed.  True,  it's  not  easy 
to  guess  how  much  deliberation  will  take  place,

but  if  time  runs  out,  an  unexpectedly  contro- 
versial item  can  be  continued  a  week.  Postpone- 
ment has  been  ordered  for  less  worthy  reasons, 
such  as  the  time  Supervisor  Silver's  budget 
change  proposal  was  put  over  three  weeks 
because  the  department  heads  "weren't  notified." 
Everyone  sitting  near  me  had  received  the  calen- 
dar three  days  earlier,  which  is  often  all  the 
notice  the  public  gets.  Don't  the  department 
heads  know  how  to  get  on  the  mailing  list? 

The  supervisors  could,  if  they  really  wanted 
citizens  to  get  involved,  make  several  improve- 
ments: meet  on  time,  attend  all  meetings,  plan 
the  best  order  for  the  calendar  before  it  is 
printed  and  then  stick  to  it,  and  break  up  the 
agenda  into  time  blocks  so  that  a  person  can 
guess  when  to  be  there,  give  or  take  an  hour. 

In  addition,  the  supervisors  should  consider 
the  fact  that  those  affected  most  by  Board 
decisions  happen  to  be  working  people— folks 
who  can't  just  take  an  afternoon  off  at  will  to 
attend  a  hearing.  It  would  not  be  impossible  to 
schedule  items  of  greatest  general  interest  for 
after  5:00  p.m.  so  that  the  average  Glen  Park 
resident,  for  example,  could  attend. 

But  priorities  seem  to  lie  elsewhere,  and 
some  supervisors  have  their  minds  on  a  lot  of 
other  things.  At  a  committee  meeting  a  few 
months  ago,  while  member  Lee  Dolson  was 
questioning  the  speaker,  Quentin  Kopp  leaned 
in  front  of  him  to  whisper  to  the  clerk,  who 
then  got  up  and  walked  to  the  rear  of  the  room 
to  whisper  to  man  in  the  back  row,  whereupon 
the  man  removed  his  hat. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  full  Board  one  par- 
ticularly hot  September  afternoon  (and  it  does 
get  hot  in  the  Legislative  Chambers),  Supervisor 
Dolson  requested,  most  reasonably,  that  the 
males  present  be  permitted  to  remove  their  coats 
(women  have  the  option  of  wearing  light  sleeve- 
less dresses).  Request  denied  by  President 
Dianne  Feinstein.  Unless  it  is  proven  that  people 
think  better  when  they  are  uncomfortable,  an 
unwrinkled  clean  shirt  with  tie  would  seem 
appropriate  enough. 

Appearances  are  important,  but  I  would 
like  to  see  the  Board  of  Supervisors  establish  a 
new  number  one  priority;  to  strive  toward  a 
process  for  making  the  wisest  and  most  demo- 
cratic decisions  possible.  •

Airport  Workshop 3 

"Your  ideas  can  make  a  difference,"  says 
the  flyer  from  the  San  Francisco  Airport  Joint 
Land  Use  Board.  It  invites  interested  citizens  to 
attend  a  community  workshop  on  Thursday, 
November  16,  from  7:00  to  10:00  p.m.  at  the 
Burlingame  Hyatt  Hotel.  1333  Old  Bayshore 
Highway. 

The  workshop  will  be  sponsored  by  the 
Joint  Powers  Board  of  San  Francisco  and  San 
Mateo  Counties,  which  was  formed  to  "determine 
ways  of  mitigating  the  impact  of  the  airport  on 
the  environment  and  quality  of  life  of  residents 
in  surrounding  communities."  Consultants  plan 
to  use  information  gained  from  the  workshop  in 
designing  several  action  program  alternatives  to 
alleviate  the  problems  of  noise,  ground  trans- 
portation, air  pollution,  safety,  and  energy- 
conservation. 


From  time  to  time,  airplane  noise  is  a 
considerable  problem  in  San  Francisco.  Never- 
theless, the  Joint  Powers  Board  has  still  not  seen 
fit  to  include  San  Francisco  in  its  study  area. 
The  workshop  on  November  16th  provides  an 
opportunity  to  express  the  need  for  San 
Francisco's  inclusion  in  the  study. 

The  recent  increase  in  air  traffic  over  Glen 
Park  is  the  result  of  the  reopening  of  a  runway 
that  had  been  closed  down  for  repairs.  South 
San  Francisco  and  San  Bruno  residents  have 
benefitted  greatly  from  the  change  in  the  air 
traffic  pattern.  Perhaps  this  is  the  time  to  demand 
air  routes  that  avoid  all  populated  areas.  • 
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Trees  A  Crowd

Thousands  of  people  began  fleeing  rural 
counties  of  Northern  California  recently,  after 
learning  from  the  San  Francisco  Examiner  that 
trees  cause  more  pollution  than  industry.  The 
state  of  Idaho  was  virtually  depopulated  and  the 
Canadian  government  closed  all  borders  to 
prevent  a  mass  exodus  from  emptying  the 
country.  Meanwhile  authorities  in  El  Segundo 
and  Wilmington  set  up  temporary  refugee  camps 
to  cope  with  the  influx  of  former  rural  residents 
seeking  a  breath  of  the  fresh  air  emanating  from 
the  oil  refineries.  Here  in  the  Bay  Area,  the 
Richmond-San  Rafael  bridge  was  jammed  as 
Marin  County  residents  flocked  to  the  latest  "in" 
spot— the  Chevron  Oil  Refinery  in  Richmond. 

What?  You  say  it  didn't  happen  that  way? 
Of  course  not,  proving  once  again  that  human 
beings  are  capable  of  making  rational  decisions 
based  on  their  own  observations  and  experience, 
ignoring  the  attempts  of  corporations  to  distort 
reality  and  scientific  research  to  increase  their 
profits.  What  of  the  claims  by  R.W.  Davis, 
general  manager  of  Chevron's  Richmond  refinery 
that  trees,  shrubs,  and  foliage  produce  more 
hydrocarbon  emissions  than  oil  refineries?  Well 
it's  a  little  bit  like  saying  that  the  poor  consume 
more  than  the  rich  because  the  3  billion  poor 
people  in  the  world  collectively  consume  more 
than  the  100  million  rich  people.  The  same  is 
true  of  pollution.  Plants  emit  more  hydrocarbons 
than  oil  refineries  simply  because  there  are  so 
many  more  of  them. 

The  Bay  Area  Air  Basin  has  1 7,000  square 
kilometers  of  forest  and  farmland,  emitting  230 
tons  of  hydrocarbons  a  day,  or  about  0.0135

proposed  route  will  serve  the  Miraloma  area 
via  O'Shaughnessy  and  Joost.  (The  Access 
Study  revealed  that  many  BART  patrons 
reside  there).  This  is  a  trial  route  and  will  be 
evaluated  by  BART  after  its  implementation. 

3.  Restrict  the  present  pull-in  area  along  the 
Diamond  Street  side  of  the  BART  station  to 
buses  and  jitneys  only.  This  will  help  speed 
MUNI  transit  through  the  intersection  and 
relieve  congestion  during  rush  hours. 

BART  asked  the  GPA  Board  of  Directors 
for  feedback  on  these  proposals.  After 
discussion  at  the  October  23  meeting,  the 
Board  approved  the  proposals  with  the  following 
stipulations:  1)  That  the  parking  lot  and 
pedestrian  fence  be  attractively  landscaped,  and 
2)  That  the  GPA  be  allowed  to  review  the  plans 
for  the  lot  prior  to  implementation.  BART  has 
agreed  to  both  stipulations.  (The  Department  of 
City  Planning  also  insisted  on  proper 
landscaping.) 

The  entire  proposal  will  be  forwarded  to 
the  full  BART  Board  of  Directors  in  mid- 
November  or  early  December.  If  all  goes 
smoothly,  BART  hopes  to  obtain  the  funds  for 
the  parking  lot  and  implement  jitney  service  by 
January,  1980.  A  copy  of  the  proposal  is 
available  from  Laura,  585-7436.

tons  per  square  kilometer.  Giving  the  oil  com- 
panies a  big  benefit  of  the  doubt,  and  estimating 
the  total  area  covered  by  refineries  at  100  square 
kilometers,  the  75  tons  per  day  hydrocarbon 
emissions  they  produce  works  out  to  approx- 
imately 0.75  tons  per  square  kilometer,  about 
55  times  as  great  as  the  forest  and  farmland. 

And  so,  while  the  sixth  largest  industrial 
corporation  in  the  United  States  scurries  about, 
distorting  evidence  to  bring  about  a  reduction  in 
emission  control  requirements,  UCO  Oil  Com- 
pany, not  even  big  enough  to  make  the  Fortune 
500  announces  plans  to  build  a  new  refinery  at 
Martinez  that  meets  all  applicable  pollution  con- 
trol laws.  Perhaps  Chevron  could  do  the  same  if 
they  spent  as  much  time  trying  to  solve  the 
problem  as  they  spend  making  up  excuses.  #

"Go  climb  a  street,"  says  the  T-shirt  slogan. 
It  captures  nicely  one  aspect  of  the  joy  of  living 
in  the  City— walking.  Blessed  by  geography, 
ours  is  one  of  the  most  compact  of  cities. 
Blessed  by  climate,  it  is  walkable  365  days  a 
year.  And  blessed  by  history,  it  has  one  of  the 
most  heterogeneous  populations  this  side  of  the 
Star  Wars  cantina. 

Margot  Doss  has  been  prowling  these  envi- 
rons for  sixteen  years  or  more,  and  she  shares 
her  pleasures  with  others  through  her  weekly 
column  in  the  Sunday  Examiner  and  Chronicle, 
"San  Francisco  at  Your  Feet,"  as  well  as  through 
the  books  listed  above.  Following  a  well-tested 
formula,  she  first  provides  walking  time, 
suggested  dress,  distance,  parking,  and  public 
transportation.  Then,  figuratively  taking  the 
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reader  by  the  hand,  she  guides  him  or  her  along 
a  prearranged  route,  pointing  out  highlights, 
sketching  the  history,  and  evoking  the  atmo- 
sphere of  the  place. 

Here  is  a  sampling  of  the  gourmet  feast  Ms. 
Doss  provides  walkers  in  SAN  FRANC/SCO  AT 
YOUR  FEET:  The  Little  Lanes  of  Chinatown. 
Priest  Street  ("It  begins,  as  far  as  one  can  tell  from 
street  signs,  at  the  place  of  its  ending.")  Peace 
Walk.  Waterfront.  Joice  Street  ("modest... 
uncommercial  and  almost  unknown"). 
Macondray  Lane  ("home  of  a  privileged  handful 
of  people  who  eat  their  cake  of  urbanity  and 
have  rural  seclusion  too").  Presidio  Wall  ("Time 
has  been  arrested  here.")  Lovers'  Lane  ("a  beau- 
tiful 200-year  old  byway  built  for  two").  Glen 
Park  Canyon  ("At  any  moment  an  Indian  may 
appear  in  silhouette  on  the  ridge.") 

Now,  for  those  jaded  souls  for  whom  the 
City  holds  no  more  surprises,  Ms.  Doss  has  com- 
piled THERE,  THERE.  (The  title  is  a  take-off  on 
Gertrude  Stein's  famous  put-down  of  her  home- 
town of  Oakland,  "There's  no  (there  there.") 
Well,  leave  it  to  the  redoubtable  Ms.  Doss  to 
prove  otherwise.  She  has  discovered  the  there, 
and  it  is  Lake  Merritt  ("a  natural  saltwater  lake 
covering  155  downtown  acres.. .that  affords 
some  of  the  most  pleasurable  strolling  in  the  Bay 
Area").  Some  other  highlights  of  this  new  book: 
An  Island  City's  Victorian  Legacy  (Alameda). 
Neptune  Beach  (yesteryear's  "Coney  Island  of 
the  West").  Central  Park  West  (Fremont).  The 
Movies'  One  Horse  Town  (Niles).  The  Berkeley 
That  Only  a  Few  Know.  A  Walk  Through 
Maybeck  Country.  The  10-Acre  Blake  Estate 
("one  of  the  best-kept  secret  gardens  in  the  Bay 
Area").  Island  That  No  One  Knows  (Brooks 
Island). 

At  this  writing,  the  new  edition  of 
GOLDEN  GA  TE  PARK  AT  YOUR  FEET  is  not 
yet  available,  but  if  it  holds  true  to  its  earlier 
edition,  it  provides  as  many  delights  as  the  other 
two  books.

The  Glen  Park  Branch  Library  will  feature 
the  artwork  of  Val  Tietz  throughout  the  month 
of  December,  and  that  of  Monscrrat  Ewalt 
during  January.

"Hearing  dogs"  are  trained  in  "sound  keying"— 
learning  to  give  specific  responses  to  alert  a  deaf 
person  to  specific  sounds. 

To  obtain  a  dog,  an  applicant  must  have  a 
severe  to  profound  hearing  disorder,  be  18  years 
or  older,  and  not  live  with  a  hearing  person. 
Trained  "hearing  dogs"  are  placed  at  no  charge 
to  recipients.  Only  the  ability  to  care  for  the 
animal  and  benefit  from  its  presence  will  be 
considered  when  applicants  are  screened— nor 
the  ability  to  pay.

more,  with  the  J-Line  extended,  she  feels  that 
Church  Street  will  become  the  shortest,  quickest 
route  to  Market  Street  and  so  will  present  MUNI 
with  the  irresistible  urge  to  ferry  empty  street- 
cars up  and  down  Church  Street,  destroying  its 
residential  character. 

It  wasn't  all  bricks  and  bats  for  the  MUNI 
proposal.  Support  was  expressed  by  Pastor  Carl 
Smith,  Noe  Valley  Ministry,  who  favored  the 
extension  for  the  access  it  would  give  Noe  Valley 
residents  to  the  southern  portion  (City  College, 
S.F.  State,  etc.)  of  the  City.  John  Knox,  a  past 
president  of  Friends  of  Noe  Valley,  pointed  to 
the  desperate  need  to  increase  the  frequency  of 
service  on  the  J-Line.  He  also  stated  that  the 
extension  makes  economic  sense  for  the  system 
on  a  city-wide  basis. 

As  the  system  now  exists,  there  is  only  one 
track  connection  (Ocean  Avenue)  to  the  car 
barn,  making  it  necessary  for  J  and  N  Street- 
cars to  travel  a  "great-circle"  route  (Ocean 
Avenue  —  Twin  Peaks  Tunnel  —  Market  Street) 
before  getting  into  service.  If  the  J-Line  is 
extended,  those  streetcars  can  begin  carrying 
passengers  as  soon  as  they  leave  the  barn  in  the 
morning. 

Later  that  week,  I  cornered  Jerry  Cauthen, 
head  MUNI  Planner,  and  asked  him,  "What  are 
the  prospects  for  extending  the  J-Line?"  His 
reply:  "If  you  folks  want  it,  you  will  get  it." 

On  Tuesday,  November  14,  at  7:30  p.m.  in 
the  Glen  Park  School  Auditorium,  MUNI  will 
again  present  the  J-Line  extension  proposal.  •

Reslauranl  Review 


Monterey  Italian 


by  Sava  Ranisavljevic 

Nonno's  is  a  simple,  informal  Italian  restau- 
rant and  pizzeria  at  757  Monterey  Boulevard 
(phone  586-1075).  The  food  is  prepared  in  the 
front  and  served  there  as  well  as  in  the  adjoining 
dining  room.  The  waitresses  are  pleasant  and 
helpful. 

Appetizers  include  French  Fried  Zucchini 
($2.00)  and  Antipasto  ($2.50).  Minestrone  soup 
is  $1.50.  Pasta  dishes  dominate  the  menu.  They 
range  from  Spaghetti  with  Mushroom  Sauce 
($2.75  a  la  carte,  $4.00  for  the  dinner)  to  Baked 
Lasagna  ($3.90  a  la  carte,  $5.15  for  the  dinner). 
Dinners  include  soup,  salad,  vegetable,  and  pasta. 
Other  entrees  are  varied  and  include  Eggplant 
Parmigiana  ($3.75/4.75),  Chicken  a  laCacciatore 
($4.50/6.00),  and  veal  Piccata  (lemon  butter 
sauce  and  capers,  $4.95/6.45).  Seafood  (Fillet  of 
Petral  Sole,  Prawns,  and  Scallops)  is  fried,  and 
ranges  from  $5.25  (a  la  carte)  to  $7.00  (dinner). 
Steaks  are  served  with  mushrooms.  Sandwiches 
(for  example,  meatball,  $1.75)  are  served  on 
French  bread,  with  French  fries.  Pizzas  vary 
from  $2.80  (small)  to  $7.30  (extra  large),  from 
cheese  to  Nonno's  Special  (salami,  sausage, 
pepperoni,  mushroom,  bell  pepper,  and  onion); 
among  many  others  there  is  a  vegetarian  special 
pizza,  and  one  with  Canadian  bacon  and 
pineapple. 

Nonno's  offers  Italian  and  American 
desserts,  domestic  and  imported  beers,  and  a 
substantial  variety  of  wines  (from  $2.00  for  a 
half  liter  of  Mondavi,  the  house  wine,  to  $9.00 
for  a  bottle  of  red  Bolla  Bardolino). 

Three  friends  and  I  ordered  the  Antipasto, 
which  was  fresh  and  appetizing.  We  had  four  a  la 
carte  entrees  (about  $3.70  each)  and  rated  them 
on  a  scale  of  one  to  ten:  Rigatoni  with  Meatballs 
(5),  Eggplant  Parmigiana  (6),  Ravioli  with  Meat- 
balls (7),  and  Fettucini  Alfredo  as  the  best  (8). 
We  thought  that  the  appetizer  and  house  wine 
were  priced  reasonably,  but  believe  that  the 
pasta  entrees  would  have  been  a  good  deal  only 
if  ordered  as  complete  dinners.  Our  dinners, 
including  a  liter  and  a  half  of  wine  and  excluding 
the  tip,  cost  $24.65.

Verbal  volleyball  filled  the  hall  at  St.  Kevin's 
Church  on  Bernal  Heights  when  the  District  Nine 
Community  Council  gathered  there  for  its 
October  general  meeting  and  pre-election 
program.  Buck  Bagot  of  Renters'  Rebate  and 
Chris  May  of  No  on  U  debated  the  effects  of 
Proposition  U,  which  would,  depending  on 
whom  you  listen  to,  simply  give  renters  their  fair 
share  of  Proposition  13  tax  savings,  or  institute  a 
disastrous  form  of  rent  control. 

Doug  Engmann,  a  San  Francisco  business 
consultant,  took  the  pro  side  of  X,  the  propo- 
sition to  create  an  elected  commission  to  revise 
the  City  Charter.  Although  there  has  been  strong 
opposition  to  X,  notably  from  Supervisors 
Quentin  Kopp  and  Robert  Gonzales,  no  one  was 
available  to  refute  Engmann 's  contention  that 
charter  reform  is  essential. 

Since  Supervisorial  District  Nine  lies  within 
BART's  District  Eight,  the  two  candidates  for 
the  District  8  position  on  BART's  Board  of 
Directors  were  invited  to  appear.  Among  other 
arrows  thrown,  incumbent  Eugene  Garfinkle  was 
accused  of  being  party  to  ignoring  affirmative 
action  in  hiring,  and  challenger  Jose  Ramos  was 
accused  of  planting  his  campaign  workers  in  the 
audience  to  ask  prearranged  questions. 

In  the  business  part  of  the  meeting,  the 
Council  welcomed  a  new  member  organization, 
the  Ocean  View-Merced-Ingleside  Community 
Association,  which  brings  the  total  membership 
to  ten.  The  Council  has  active  committees 
dealing  with  zoning,  the  permit  process,  airplane 
noise,  and  wastewater.  All  District  Nine  residents 
and  merchants  are  asked  to  participate  on  the 
Council's  committees,  whether  delegates  or  not.

Speaks  Out  On 
Bumps 

The  June  6,  1978,  hit-and-run  death  of 
6  year  old  Linette  Gomez  on  Chenery  Street 
remains  unsolved  to  this  day.  The  tragedy  of  her 
death  still  haunts  us  and  brings  to  mind  the 
traffic  danger  on  many  of  our  streets. 

Chenery  is  certainly  one  of  those.  The 
Department  of  Traffic  Engineering  has  agreed  to 
install  four  sets  of  speed  bumps  on  Chenery, 
which,  although  not  a  panacea,  should  help  slow 
traffic.  Our  experience  with  the  bumps  on  Elk 
Street  reveals  that  once  relocated  to  minimize 
noise  and  vibration,  the  bumps  slow  enough 
vehicles  so  that  the  whole  tenor  of  the  street  has 
changed  for  the  better.  The  Elk  Street  bumps 
are  here  to  stay. 

Although- approved  at  a  public  hearing, 
installation  of  bumps  on  Chenery  will  require 
signatures  of  the  residents  living  near  the  pro- 
posed bump  locations.  If  we  are  to  prevent 
future  tragedies  like  Linette's  senseless  death, 
Chenery  Street  residents  will  need  to  cooperate 
and  be  willing  to  accept  the  side  effects  of  those 
speed  bumps.  When  the  petition  is  brought  to 
your  door,  won't  you  please  sign?  £

LeoT.  McCarthy,  Speaker  of  the  Assembly, 
will  be  the  guest  of  honor  at  a  Town  Hall  Forum 
at  the  November  GPA  meeting.  McCarthy  repre- 
sents the  18th  Assembly  District  which  consists, 
roughly,  of  the  southwestern  third  of  San 
Francisco. 

A  native  of  Auckland,  New  Zealand, 
McCarthy  moved  with  his  family  at  the  age  of 
four  to  San  Francisco's  Mission  District.  He 
graduated  from  the  University  of  San  Francisco 
and  received  his  J.D.  from  San  Francisco  Law 
School.  He  also  served  with  the  Strategic  Air 
Command  during  the  Korean  War. 

McCarthy  began  his  public  service  career  as 
an  Administrative  Assistant  to  the  late  State 
Senator  Eugene  McAteer  of  San  Francisco.  In 
1963,  he  was  elected  to  the  San  Francisco  Board 
of  Supervisors  where  he  served  until  his  election 
to  the  State  Assembly  in  1968. 

Since  his  election  to  the  Assembly, 
McCarthy  has  focused  his  personal  legislation  in 
the  areas  of  labor  law  reform,  problems  of  the 
aging,  taxation  and  conservation.  He  was  first 
elected  Speaker  of  the  Assembly  in  June  1974. 
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Legislation  enacted  during  McCarthy's  speaker- 
ship includes  the  Coastal  Conservation  Act;  the 
Agricultural  Labor  Relations  Act;  the  Nuclear 
Power  Plant  Siting  Act;  the  Liquified  Natural 
Gas  Siting  Act;  the  historic  school  financing 
measure  mandated  by  the  Supreme  Court's 
Serrano  decision;  a  law  speeding  up  the  permit 
process  for  new  developments;  the  unprecedented 
measure  implementing  Proposition  13,  and  the 
biggest  tax  cut  bill  in  California's  history.

The  Beers  cf  Summer 

Long  ago,  before  the  Dodgers  abandoned  their  "Flatbush  Faithful"  for  the  greener  crass  of  Elay, 
leaving  a  bevy  of  broken-hearted  little  leaguers  with  a  lesson  in  profits,  runs,  and  errors,  I  was  an 
autograph  hound. 

Before  home  games,  I  would  generally  be  found  on  Sullivan  Place,  outside  of  Ebbets  Field,  accosting 
the  players  as  they  approached  the  wonderfully  named  rotunda.  A  few  times  I  tried  post-game 
hounding,  but  it  proved  less  fruitful  and  more  frustrating.  Before  the  first  pitch  is  thrown,  even  for 
the  lowliest  of  teams,  hope  springs  eternal. 

Postcards  were  a  penny  apiece  then,  and  we  would  self-address  them  for  the  benefit  of  the  faster 
walking  and  less  patient.  My  best  Christmas  present  of  1954  was  a  belated  'Best  wishes,  Karl 
Spooner',  making  me  the  only  known  recipient  of  his  signature.  Mr.  Spooner,  winner  of  consecutive 
late  season  shutouts,  developed  a  sore  arm  and  was  never  again  heard  from.  A  pain  in  the  flesh.  A 
flash  in  the  pan. 

A  kid  named  Rim,  who  needed  only  four  autographs  for  the  entire  league,  once  traded  me  36  of  his 
doubles  for  Barney  Schultz,  recently  called  up  by  St.  Louis.  It  was  a  timely  trade,  for  on  the 
Cardinals'  next  trip  East  everybody  I  knew  got  Schultzie's  autograph  at  least  twice. 

Shortly  before  the  end,  I  learned  that  visiting  teams  stayed  at  either  the  Commodore  or  the 
Biltmore,  and  early  Sunday  morning  would  take  the  IRT  to  Grand  Central  Station  in  hopes  of 
meeting  the  players  in  the  leisure  of  their  hotel  lobby.  Occasionally  a  non-athlete  was  approached, 
but  this  was  rare  because  of  familiar  faces,  guilt  by  association,  and  what  later  became  known  as 
"vibes".  Needless  to  say,  we  racked  up. 

The  Dodgers  were  generally  cooperative,  from  the  extremely  friendly  Hodges  and  Campanella  to  the 
aloof  but  courteous  Billy  Loes,  immortal  since  the  1953  World  Scries,  where  he  reportedly  lost  a 
ground  ball  in  the  sun. 

The  only  Dodger  who  would  neither  sign  on  the  spot  or  take  a  postcard  was  relief  pitcher  Jim 
Hughes.  Rather  than  explain  his  interest  in  supply  and  demand,  or  perhaps  that  he  was  illiterate. 
Big  Jim  preferred  to  growl  and  shove  his  way  through  the  swarm  of  pre-pubescents  intent  upon 
completing  their  sets.  We  wrote  letters  protesting  Mr.  Hughes'  behavior,  but  they  went  unanswered. 
Big  Jim  continued  to  pitch  and  shove. 

And  then  they  left. 

The  Dodgers  lost  the  World  Series  last  night.  Serves  them  right. 
Down  with  misanthropy! 
Down  with  capitalism!

The  Case  for 
Neighborhoods? 

A  neighborhood  is  an  open  place  where  the 
human  spirit  can  flourish  because  the  scale  is 
human;  where  people  can  feel  that  their  environ- 
ment is  not  beyond  their  control.  A  national 
neighborhood  policy  is  required,  not  to  impose 
yet  another  layer  of  Federal  programs  on 
skeptical  communities,  but  to  help  create  the 
preconditions  in  which  local  institutions  can 
revive.  This  will  require  adjusting  government 
policies  and  programs  to  make  them  more 
neighborhood-sensitive.  It  will  require  leaving 
much  to  neighborhoods  to  decide  themselves. 

In  a  working  neighborhood— whether  rich 
or  poor— transactions  are  likely  to  be  personal 
rather  than  institutional.  It  is  a  place,  as  Pres- 
ident Carter  observed,  where  people  look  after 
each  other's  children,  where  the  local  police- 
man is  somebody's  cousin,  where  you  recognize 
your  neighbors  and  the  local  storekeepers; 
where  solutions  to  local  problems  are  the  pro- 
duct of  local  wisdom  and  energy  rather  than 
bureaucracy. 

Revitalization  of  cities  cannot  proceed 
successfully  until  neighborhoods  and  their 
residents  acquire  the  competence  and  organi- 
zation at  the  neighborhood  level  to  overcome 
forces  that  threaten  the  neighborhood  and  to 
initiate  positive  change. 

Even  though  the  President  has  now  intro- 
duced neighborhoods  into  full  partnership  with 
the  government  and  private  economic  sectors, 
the  realization  of  this  partnership  requires 
locally  designed  strategies.  Neighborhood  capa- 
city derives  from  strong  institutions.  A  neigh- 
borhood with  strong  voluntary  institutions  is 
more  likely  to  exercise  authority  effectively. 
In  a  community  with  weakened  capacity  and 
overburdened  social  supports,  community  orga- 
nizations can  help  revive  or  create  natural 
support  networks,  increase  healthy  civic 
participation,  and  restore  the  sense  of  control 
over  one's  life.  This  can  come  through  such

institutixms  as  a  community  congress,  a  local 
community  action  agency,  a  local  economic 
development  corporation,  a  neighborhood 
housing  services  office,  a  vigorous  church  or 
synagogue,  active  PTA,  strong  block  clubs, 
effective  technical  assistance,  or  a  combination 
of  many  approaches.  The  common  element  to  a 
successful  community  organization  is  that  it 
serves  to  catalyze  local  energies  and  stimulates 
indigenous  leadership  to  address  local  problems. 

The  above  four  paragraphs  were  drawn 
from  a  progress  report  issued  by  The  National 
Commission  on  Neighborhoods  entitled  "The 
Case  for  Neighborhoods,"  June  1978.

Go  Ahead?

The  Department  of  Traffic  Engineering 
recently  completed  a  study  of  the  Glen  Park/Noe 
Valley /Diamond  Heights  area  with  regard  to 
placement  of  STOP  signs.  The  Department  felt 
that  a  comprehensive  study  would  facilitate 
installation  of  STOP  signs  as  the  requests  come 
in  from  the  residents;  separate  study  of  each 
intersection  will  no  longer  be  necessary. 

Testimony  on  the  plan  was  invited  at  a 
hearing  on  Friday,  October  27,  and  Glen  Park 
residents  Mike  Isaacs,  Audrey  Parvin,  and  Laura 
Goderez  attended.  Also  present  were  Tom  Meeks 
of  Diamond  Heights  and  several  members  of  the 
Citizen's  Action  League  to  address  the  Noe  Valley 
plan.  A  number  of  additional  suggestions  were 
made  and  Norman  Bray  of  Traffic  Engineering 
plans  to  have  staff  members  sit  down  with  Glen 
Park  and  Diamond  Heights  residents  to  discuss 
the  changes  suggested.  Those  affecting  Glen 
•Park  are:        ♦  r 

1.  Diamond  Street  residents  now  have  assurances 
of  serious  consideration  of  their  requests  for 
STOP  signs  on  Diamond  to  slow  traffic.  Also 
to  be  worked  out,  with  Diamond  Heights,  is  a 
mutual  request  to  limit  access  to  both  neigh- 
borhoods by  commercial  trucks  (e.g.  Safeway) 
which  use  Diamond  Heights  Blvd.  and 
Diamond  Street.  Tonnage  restrictions  on  both 
of  those  streets  will  redirect  trucks  to 
O'Shaughnessy,  where  they  will  affect  a 
minimum  of  residents. 

2.  The  Bemis  and  Castro  intersection  will  be 
considered  for  a  STOP  sign  as  per  the  requests 
of  residents  there.  So,  too,  will  the  Bemis/ 
Moffitt  intersection  as  a  result  of  testimony 
by  Tom  Meeks  at  the  October  27  hearing. 

3.  Residents  around  the  O'Shaughnessy/ 
Bosworth/Elk  intersections  are  going  to  have 
to  hunker  down  for  a  long  and  determined

battle  to  obtain  controls  for  that  area.  Despite 
repeated  requests  for  such  by  the  GPA  Traffic 
Committee  via  letter  and  at  hearings,  "philo- 
sophical differences  of  opinion"  exist  (says 
Norman  Bray  of  Traffic  Engineering)  over 
what  can  and  should  be  done  about  the 
area.

Man  Charged  in 
Sussex  St.  Murder

Glen  Park  residents  were  shocked  last  month 
to  learn  of  the  brutal  murder  of  one  of  their 
neighbors.  In  the  late  afternoon  of  Saturday, 
September  30th,  someone  beat  up  Kenneth 
Roberts,  54,  in  his  home  at  84  Sussex  Street. 
That  same  afternoon  someone  was  seen  taking  a 
television  set  out  of  Roberts'  home.  Roberts  was 


found  shortly  thereafter,  an  ambulance  was 
called,  and  he  was  taken  to  the  hospital.  He 
died  of  the  injuries  on  the  night  of  Monday, 
October  2. 

On  Tuesday  morning,  October  3,  Arnold  T. 
Reis,  28,  was  picked  up  at  the  corner  of  Theresa 
and  Mission  Streets  driving  Roberts'  car,  which 
had  been  reported  stolen  following  the  assault. 
Mr.  Reis  has  been  charged  with  murder  and 
robbery,  and  on  October  19  he  was  remanded  to 
Superior  Court  for  the  setting  of  a  trial  date. 

The  above  facts  were  provided  by  Homicide 
Inspector  Michael  Mullane  of  the  San  Francisco 
Police  Department.  Because  of  a  recent  series  of 
burglaries  on  Sussex  and  Surrey  Streets,  I  asked 
Inspector  Mullane  if  this  killing  appeared  to  be 
connected  with  a  burglary.  "Not  in  the  sense 
you  mean  it,"  he  replied.  He  said  that  although 
"items  were  taken,"  there  had  been  no  forcible 
entry,  and  Roberts  and  Reis  "appeared  to  be 
known  to  each  other."  Reis  is  not  a  resident  of 
Glen  Park. 

It  appears,  according  to  Inspector  Mullane, 
that  someone  came  back  to  the  house  between 
Saturday  and  Monday.  Because  I  had  heard 
rumors  that  two  men  had  been  seen  leaving  the 
house,  I  asked  Inspector  Mullane  if  more  than 
one  suspect  was  involved.  "I'm  not  at  liberty  to 
divulge  that— that's  still  under  investigation," 
was  his  reply.  4

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Symphony  Performs 
at  Glen  Park  School

Works  by  Mozart,  Haydn,  and  Prokofiev 
were  part  of  the  repertoire  when  the  San 
Francisco  Symphony  visited  Glen  Park  School 
on  October  11th  and  12th.  The  two-day  pro- 
gram consisted  of  workshops  in  which  ensembles 
of  symphony  musicians  played  and  answered 
questions  about  their  instruments  and  the  music. 

The  workshops  were  followed  by  a  concert- 
demonstration  conducted  and  narrated  by 
Conductor  David  Ramadanoff.  The  repertoire 
was  carefully  selected  by  Mr.  Ramadanoff  to 
captivate  the  young  audience  and  expand  their 
listening  ability.  The  children's  delight  in  live 
symphonic  music  was  evident  as  they  listened 
attentively  and  responded  enthusiastically  to 
both  the  music  and  the  conductor's  questions 
and  remarks. 

On  the  Friday  evening  following  the 
in-school  program,  a  free  concert  was  held  at 
Riordan  High  School  offering  the  students,  their 
families  and  friends  the  opportunity  to  experi- 
ence symphonic  music  in  a  family-oriented 
concert. 

Begun  in  1970  and  supported  through  a 
grant  from  the  National  Endowment  for  the 
Arts,  the  program  reaches  from  12,000  to 
18.000  students  during  a  seven-week  period.  In 
this  area,  the  symphony  has  visited  JFK 
Memorial  School,  Clarendon,  Miraloma,  and  St. 
Finn  Barr's  Schools  as  well  as  Glen  Park.  The 
next  two  community  concerts  will  be  held  at
